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Mr.  Chairraan^  Mrs,  Gutter  & Gentlemen, 

I Beg  to'  present  my  Anriual  Report  for  the  year,  1950. 

There  .^n-as  again  a fall  in  the  birth-rate  dirring  the  year  the  total  number 
of  live -births  being  sixty -five  compared  with  seventy-one  for  the  previous  year. 
The  death  rate  remained  much  the  same  there  being  seventy-two  deaths,  compared 
with  seventy-one  the  previous  yearo  It  is  satisfactory^  to  note  there  was  only 
one  death  of  an  infant  aged  under  one  year. 

Local  Industries.-  These  are  mainly  concerned  v/ith  agriculture,  but  the 
factory  operated  by  Messrs,  Glaxo  Laboratories  Limited,  in  Harmire  Road,  for 
the  production  of  Penicillin,  now  affords  employment  for  a large  number  of 
persons  resident  in  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  total  number  of  persons 
employ^ed  at  this  factory  at  the  end  of  the  year  v>fas  approximately  776  persons, 

SALUTARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TEE  AREA. 

Yfe-ter  Supply,  - Droughty  v/eather  conditions  necessitated  the  curtailment  of 
the  supply  at  night  for  a short  period  during  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
Othervi'ise  the  spring  supply  and  the  surplus  water  from  the  Royal  Air  Force 
Borehole  provided  a good  continuous  supply  to  the  tovm.  The  analysis  of  the 
water  was  satisfactory. 

Due  to  the  dense  nature  of  the  rock  stratas,  the  s.i'uking  of  the  new 
borehole  has  not  pr'ocecded  as  quickly  as  anticipated.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  a depth  of  521  feet  had  been  reached.  Boring  'will  continue  until  the 
water  bearing  strata  'is  reached  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  yield  should 
be  sufficient  to  meet  present  shortage  and  allow  good  reserves  for  future 
development. 

Rivers  ard  Streams.-  During  the  year  the  Wear  and  Tees  Fishery  Boojrd  were 
successful  in  a prosecution  case  against  the  Northern  Gas  Board  for  polluting 
the  River  Tees  with  Gas  liquor  which  killed  a large  number  of  fish.  Council 
officials  gave  evidence  in  support  of  the  prosecutjonc  Otherwise,  no  report 
or  evidence  v/as  received  during  the  year  of  any  other  pollution  or, fouling 
of  Rivers  and  Streams, 

Refuse  .Tips.  - The  refuse  tip  is  well  removed  ..from  the  tovm  and  nearest 
dwelling  house.  As  the  tip  extends,  the  areas  fil].ed  are  levelled  and 
covered  with  earth  and  sown  Vi^ith  grass  seed.  The  land  available  for 
tipping. is  quickly  becoming  filled  and  negotiations  have  been’ commenced 
for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  adjoining,  which  will  be  a natural 
extension  of  the  present  tip.  ■ ,!  . 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.-  The  Sewage  Disposal  Y/orks  continues  to 
work  satisfa-ctorily  and  no  complaint  has  been  received  from  official  or 
other  quarters. 

Work  on  the  alteration  to  the  Sev^age  Disposal  Works  with  a view  to 
the  treatment  of  a certain  amount  of  effluent  from  the  Penicillin  Factory, 
on  an  experimental  basis,  as  agreed  betv/een  the  Council  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  is  temporarily  held  up  due  to  non-delivery  of  essential  valves 
and  fittings.  It  is  expected  that  work  wrill  be  resumed  in  March,  1 951  • 

Closet  Accommodation.-  One  pail  closet  has  been  disused  during  the 
year  and  only  20  remain  in  the  area.  Most  of  these  are  serving  houses 
in  Confirmed  Clearance  Orders,  Five  privies  serve  outlying  farms  and 
cannot  at  present  be  connected  to  the  sewers. 


Housinp;. - Porty-tv/o  Council^  and  six  private  houses  were  completed  and 
occupied  during  the  year,  ( f-j 

Vfork  is  proceeding  on  a further  sixty  houses  on  the  Montalho  Road  Housing 
Site  which  will  complete  this  Scheme  of  one  hundred  and  two  houses. 

Land  has  been  acquired  at  the  Zetland  Road  Extension  Site  which  will 
accommodate  thirty-nine  houses.  fiTork  on  the  Roads  and  Sewers  is  proceeding. 

Further  land  has  been  acquired  at  Green  Lane,  Layout  plans  are  being 
prepared  and  this  site  should  accommodate  approximately  one  hundred  and  forty 
houses, 

* 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  further  nev/  houses.  'The  n-umber  of  families 
living  in  insanitary  and  overcrowded  conditions  is  very  large  and  the  Council's 
list  of  applicants  which  is  in  the  region  of  two  hundred  and  forty  tends 
to  grow. 

Section  11  Housing  Act,  1936.-  Demolition  orders  were  made  on  two  houses 
during  the  year.  The  Council  agreed  to- re -house  the  occupiers,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  neither  of  the  premises  was  vacated. 

Section  12  Housing  Act,,  1936.’-  Twro  parts  of  buildings  used  as  a dwelling  house 
were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  during  the  year  and  undertakings  were  given  not 
to  use  the  premises  for  human  habitation.

Part  VIII  of  the  Act  - Outv/ork.-  The  Augusi  list  frcin  a local  Glove  Factory 
contains  the  names  of  five  outworkers.  All  are  resident  in  Barnard  Castle,  and 
are  working  under  satisfactory  conditions. 

Cojimion  Lodging  House.-  There  is  one  common  lodging  house  situated  in  the 
Urban  District,  The  keeper  is  registered.  The  premises  are  old  and  dilapidated 
and  are  not  kept  in  strict  compliance  v/ith  the  byelc.ws,  I'requent  visits  of 
■inspection  are  necessary. 

Smoke  Abatement.-  Nc  nuisances  were  observed  nor  were  any  complaints  received. 

Rodent  Control.-  A rodent  operative  is' employed  jointly  v^ith  the  Barnard  Castle 
and  Startforth  Rural  District  Council's, 

The  Council  sewers  received  a full  and  maintenance  treatment.  The  refuse  tip 
was  treated  four  times  and  the  depot  and  sewage  works  once  during  the  year. 

Seven  treatments  to  business  premises  and  ten  treatments  to  domestic  premises 
were  undertaken. 

The  refuse  tip  tended  to  become  infested  on  tvro  occasions  otherv/ise  the 
iiif estations  v/ere  small  and  good  results  were  obtained  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
methods.

- Inspection  is  mde  "by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  holiday  and 
sickness  duty  "being  undertaken  hy™the  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Barnard 
Castle  Rural  District  Council.-  Ail  -three  officers  hold  the ’Meat  and  Poods 
Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute, 

The  premises  used  as  a Slaughterhouse  are  unsatisfactory  and  the  conditions 
render  it  almost  impossible  to  deal  with  the  carcases  in  a hygienic  manner.

.INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-six  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
received  d\aring  the  year  the  majority  of  these  being  cases  of  measles  and 
whooping  cough.  The  measles  epidemic  commenced  in  May  and  continued  until 
the  end  of  June,  The  age  groups  most  affected  were  children  between  the 
ages  of  3 - 5 years  and  5-10  years.  Most  of  the  whooping  cough  cases 
occurred  in  the  la.st  two  months  of  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  tovm  still  continues  to  be 
remairkably  low  only  one  case  being  notified  this  year.  This  is  the  lov/est 
number  recorded  in  the  last  ten  years.  For  the  fourth  year  in  succession 
no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified.

The  Pichardson  Memorial  Convalescent  Home,  which  vra.s  taken  over  during 
the  v/ar  under  the  Pmergency  Medical  Services  Hospitals  Scheme,  is  now  used 
as  a Convalescent  Holiday  Home  for  patients  from  hospite.ls  in  the  CountycCf 
Durham,  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle- 
on  -Tyne  , 

Ambulance  Facilities.-  Upon  the  coming  into  operation  on  the  5th  July,  1948 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  responsibility  for  the  provision  of 
ambulance  facilities  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council. 

I am  again  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  ambulance  department, 
Durham,  for  the  follov/ing  statements  relating  to  the  working  of  the  Ambulance 
Service  during  the  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a considerable 
increase  in  the  work  carried  out  by  the  servioe,  particularly  in  the  number 
of  sitting  cases  carried  compared  with  the  previous  year  (876),

The  AiTibulance  Control  for  the  Area  is  situated  at  Bishop  Auckland  and 
is  staffed  over  the  2A  hours  by  a team  of  four  Clerk-telephonists. 

ifeiss  Radiography  Survey.-  In  September,  a Mass  Radiography  Survey  was 
ca.rried  out  in  Barnard  Castle,  the  Unit  being  installed  at  the  Richardson 
Memorial  Home.  Certain  sessions  v/ere  allotted  to  the  staff  _of  G-laxo 
Laboratories  Factory  in  Barnard .Castle , and  the  remaining  sessions  were  ^ 
available  to  the  general  public  residing  in  the  Urban  and  Rxxral  Districts. 

One  session  was  held  in  the  Barnard  Castle  Boy's  School,  All  persons  who 
attended  for  X-Ray  were  photographed  on  miniature  film  and  those  who  shov/ed 
any  signs  of  disease  were  recalled  for  a further  photograph  on  large  fUm. 

In  his  report,  the  Medical  Director  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  results 
obtained  although  the  total  number  of  the  population  'who  availed  themselves 
of  tlie  opportunity  to  be  X-Rayed  was  somevirhat  disappoixiting,

In  addition  to  the  above,  seven  cases  of  clironio  non-tubcrculous  defects 
were  found. 
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Nxirsing  iLrran^ements,  - Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  19^6,  the  provision  of  a Home  Nursing  Service  became  the  responsibility 
of  Local  Health  Authorities  as  from  the  5‘th  July,  1948.  By  an  agreement 

concluded  with  the  Durham  County  Nursing  Association,  the  Durham  County  Council 
have  delegated  this  aspect  of  their  functions  to  the  Association,  which  now 
operates  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  This 
arrangement  has  necessitated  the  integration  and  co-ordination  by  the  County 
Nursing  iissociation  of  the  services  formerly  provided  by  individual  district 
nursing  associations  and  the  transfer  of  administration  to  the  County  Association, 

The  arrangements  whereby  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  in  certain 
areas  of  the  County  was  provided  on  an  agency  basis  by  district  nursing 
associations  are  continued  under  Section  23  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  with  the  County  Nursing  Association  acting  as  the  agent. 

Bc^h  services  are  now  available  free  of  charge, 

ServiC'-s  are  provided  for  this  area,  and  for  the  Startforth  district  by 
two  nurses  resident  in  the  town.  General,  midv/ifery  and  maternity  cases  are 
nursed. 

There  is  a small  Nursing  Home  at  32,  Bede  "^oad  (Proprietress,  Hilda 
Smurthwaite,  S.R.N. , S.C.M. ) chiefly  for  maternity  cases. 

CLINIC  /iND  TEEATLEENT  CENTRES. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  and  a School  Clinic  are  held  on  alternate  weeks 
at  the  Trinity  Methodist  Schoolroom,  Barnard  Castle  under  the  administration 
of  the  County  Council. 

Area  Health  Sub-Committee,  - The  Committee  of  Virhich  three  members  of  the 
Council  are  members,  met  on  four  occasions  during  the  year  and  the  County 

Medical  Officers  reports  were  considered,
